He told reporters that at 
this stage he was too con¬ 
fused to make a detailed 
statement 

But he hoped that after a 
rest he would be able lo say 
more about what had hap¬ 
pened to him in the past eight 
weeks

"This is not convenient." he 
said. "Let's move along. Let's 
clepr the way.

A T the most recent ses¬ 
sion of the United 
Nations Assembly there 
was a majority vote in 
favor of the admission of 
mainland China for the 
first time since Ihe pres¬ 
ent communist regime es¬ 
tablished its effective rule 
over the whole of the Chi¬ 
nese mainland.

Those who favor the plastic have a point in 
ihe argument that the decorations will stand up 
1 tetter to the elements than holly.

‘Other Groups Scream, But We Act’ 

Commandos Fight 
—For Environment 


By STANLEY M. BBOWN, from Miami 

I^ast April six young Miami residents scaled a 
six-foot fence, ducked a sleepy night watchman 
and sneaked into a dimly lit sewage treatment 
plant, thus launching one of the most unorthodox 
campaigns yet in the battle to save the 
environment. 

Quickly and silently the black-dad intruders approached 
six huge waste vats scattered through the building. In each 
they deposited a bomb filled with dye. Minutes later they 
regrouped and started making their way out. 

By daybreak, after similar raids on two more sewage 
plants, half the inland canals in the Miami area turned bright 
yellow. Back at their headquarters, their mission accom¬ 
plished, Eco-Gommando Force 70 issued Communique No. 1. 

The tiny organization — composed of a few professional 
men and women, students and blue collar workers — 
declared that they dyed the waste “to show what happens to 
sewage dumped in our waterways " 

" If the dye is not carried downstream, residents should be 
warned of dangerously high concentrations of pollutants," 
their communique said "Dade County citizens need not 
worry about this attack — unless their drinking water turns 
yellow." 

The sewage raids got little publicity and tyere regarded 
by local officials as nothing more than a not-io-funny prank 
But the commandos, who describe Miami as “the polluted 
paradise," were far from through. 

On Independence Day, they struck again this time with 
auch embarrassing impact that Dade County sheriff E. 
Wilson Purdy was ordered to find ihe raiders and arrest 
them The charges were not specified 

Thousands of July 4 vacationers and tourists who flocked 
to this area's beaches were startled by red signs Ihat 
warned: "Danger — Polluted. No swimming. No fishing 
Potentially dangerous concentrations of pathogenic bacteria 
have been found at or near this location." 

Tourist Trade Sacred 

In Communique No. 2. the commandos reported 
dangerous bacteria concentrations had been found by officials 
at moat area beaches, “but the beaches are not closed 
because it would hurt the tourist trade. 

‘ There is a real health danger to those who dare swim in 
Miami's waters." the communique said "Infections of cuts 
and sores are quite likely Gastro-intestinai upsets are also 
possible Less likely, but still possible, are cases of hepatitis, 
typhoid and other virulent diseases. Fungus infections are 
another danger." 

Al this point. Ihe commandos went deep underground to 
plan their third mission. 

On Oct. 22 they went two mile* offshore to the end of the 
Miami Beach sewage outfall pipe. There they dumped 700 


sealed liccr boUJe* into the 40 million gallons of raw sewage 
that daily flows from the pipe. City officials claim the raw 
sewage is carried far to sea by the Gulf Stream. 

inside each wax-sealed bottle was a note telling where it 
had been dropped. The commandos asked the finder to mail 
two enclosed postcards to the editor of his newspaper and the 
governor, telling them where the bottle was found and noting 
“this is where Miami's sewage goes." 

So far, over 75 bottles have been found on beaches from 
nearby Hollywood to 120 miles northward at Vero Beach, 
"carried by the same wind and water currents thBt move 
Miami's raw sewage." 

On Nov. 10 the commandos wrote President Nixon end 
warned him that the beach in front of his Key Bixcayne 
vacation retreat is "washed by the raw sewage pouring from 
the ocean outfalls which stud our coastline " They asked the 
president to "join them in a fight against area polluters." 

For Dramatic Impact 

At a carefully-arranged meeting recently In a crowded 
pub, the leaders of EcoGommando Force 70 — they 
introduced themselves by first names only — frankly 
admitted they chose a commando-style attack on pollution 
"for dramatic impact." 

"Recognized conservation groups stand up and scream all 
the time, but they do little good,” Bob said. "W* can do what 
the established groups can't or won't do. And because we're a 
secret group, we keep officialdom jumping." Ed chimed in. 
"They don't know how many of us there are, or what we're 
liable to do next. One official guessed there were 100 of us." 

"And obviously.” fiarah added, "ws would like to avoid 
arrest. We've got careers to protect and extremely limited 
resources for bail bond and attorney fees." 

The leadership corps of Ihe commandos includes a marine 
biologist, a micro-biologist, a medical student, a landscape 
architect, a medical technician, a nurse, a teacher and a 
print shop owner — all under 30. 

"We're an affinity group," Bruce explained, "We met 
through other groups and have known each other for a long 
lime We have no set leadership structure When someone 
gets an idea, it goes in ihe pot and if enough of us like it, we 
do it.” 

The commandos say they have a reserve force at 30 raiders 
they can call upon If needed in a large-scale mission. 

"We consult with our attorney before making a raid,” 
Bob aaid. “Although we have committed a couple of 
misdemeanon mostly trespass — we consider the risks to 
be worthwhile Our crimes are miniscule compared to the 
hundreds of crime* that are being committed daily on our 
environment We honestly believe we are fighting for our 
lives" 

The commandos say they get no outside financial support 
and must save for several month* to get enough money to 
make a raid So far they have spent nearly $300 

"We're just getting started," Bob said. “We're going to 
continue to fight until we re caught or until the actions of 
government and Ihe people make our efforts unnecessary "

But Barrett 
made it clear that personally 
he believes family planning is 
of vital concern to everyone 
He also takes pains to in* Ihe 
word “incentive" and shy 
away from any suggestion of 
compulsion. 

With government growing 
more vast every year it is 
easy to develop a Big Brother 
phobia.

But what difference is 
there L really, between Bar¬ 
rett's" suggestion for a declin¬ 
ing scale of family allowance 
benefits — $2(1 for the first 
child, $12 or the second, $8 
or the third, nothing for the 
fourth — and the Bennett 
system <4 incentives to new 
homeowners? 

In fact, Barrett has also 
suggested that young couples 
be allowed to take a lump 
sum in cash against the baby 
bonuses on their first two 
children for use as a down- 
payment on a new home.

An interesting sidelight to 
the whole affair It contained 
in the Canadian Tax Founda¬ 
tion report for 1969-70 It said 
when the family allowance 
program was first set up in 
19-45 there was a system of 
declining benefits after the 
fifth child. This, however, for 
reasons not stated was drop¬ 
ped a few years later. 

Perhaps it was decided, as 
a matter of government 
policy In thoke early post-war 
year*, that Canada needed all 
the population it could get. 
More likely, however, politi¬ 
cians simply bowed to public 
pressure.

Spain’s ‘FLQ’ Ang ers F ranco

Separatist activities and the 
kidnapping at a West German 
diplomat in the Basque region 
of Sjjain have confronted Gen. 
Francisco Franco with one at 
the moat challenging prob¬ 
lem* he has faced since 
taking power after the civil

The Spanish strongman 
reacted to the latest develop¬ 
ments In the Basque situation 
In the ume way be recently 
tackled a wave of labor 
unrest — with • character¬ 
istic display of unrelenting 
toughness.

Franco's cabinet fmjjoscd a 
three-month state of emer¬ 
gency on an area of northern 
Spain where the Basques, a 
people unique in their lan¬ 
guage and traditions, have 
long tried to assert their 
individuality in the face of 
successive central govern- 
mcnti with headquarters in 
Madrid. 


The current trial of 16 
Basque national ills accused 
of varying degrees of terror¬ 
ism is stirring ominous 
demonstrations of protest by 
group* ranging from workers 
to Roman Catholic clergy¬ 
men.

The kidnapping of diplomat 
Kugcn Beihl. apparently the 
act of extremist Basque revo¬ 
lutionaries, added a new 
dimension of gravity to toe 
unrest and defence lawyers 
aay it may prejudice their 
cause In the much-publicized 
trial. 

Those responsible for toe 
kidnapping seem to have been 
a breakaway group from the 
main Basque nationalist 
organization, ETA

C-omparisons of the Spanish 
abduction with the case of 
James Jasper Cross in Can¬ 
ada were inevitiable. 

Observers noted In par¬ 
ticular that the West German 
government is taking a more 
publicly active interest in the 


fact of its kidnapped diplomat 
than did tha British in efforts 
to retrieve Cross. 

This is understandable after 
Uie March murder by terror¬ 
ists in Guatemala of Bonn's 
ambassador there and the 
happier late of other West 
German* in Brazil and Bo¬ 
livia, saved following a deal

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A member of the crew of 
the Armed Forces Yukon that 
Carried the aeven from Mon¬ 
treal to Havana, Cuba, told 
Friday night of the kidnap¬ 
ped' behavior during the six- 
hour flight. 

"We sat them in front of 
the 135-passenger plana," said 
Captain Ronald lament, radio 
operator on the Yukon. “They 
didn't seem untoward, un¬ 
happy, or uncertain about 
whet they were doing." 

Lamont described the flight 
in a copyright interview with 
Ken MacGray, aviation writer 
for The Record.

The radio operator said the 
exiles Jacques Ltnotoi, 
Marc Carbonneau, Jacquea 
Cuatette-Trudel, end his wife, 
Louise, Pierre Seguin and 
lanctot'a wife and two-year- 
old daughter — were mat by 
Cuban officials almost as soon 


as the plane stopped rolling at 
1,10 a.m. Friday in Havana. 

"We wera met on the 
ground about two minutes 
wheq they (the kidnappen) 
left, got into two can, and 
raced away from the termi¬ 
nal," Captain lament said 

"We never aaw them 
again." 

The crew aat the exiles in 
the front of the plane and fed 
them box lunches during the 
flight.

"They all sat together and 
talked," said Lamont. "We 
set up many extra seats but 
they all sat together and 
talked ." 

Throughout the flight the 
crew was puzzled by the 
actions of Carbonneau. 

“Ha kept going to the 
women's washroom. Wo don't 
know why but see kept a close 
watch on him all the way." 


But most of the time he pat 
in the corner of one seat and 
remained sullenly gihjnt. 

"He didn't say much." said 
Lamont. "He kept to himself 
for the most part " 

LancSut sat with his wife 
throughout the trip and held 
his small child on his lap.

His wife, whu is believed Jo 
be in her ninth month of 
pregnancy, appeared to be 
quite happy and chatted 
throughout the trip, said a 
crew member who served her 
fcxxl. 

But Mrs Trudel sat silently 
by a window and did not talk 
much.

The exiles arrived at Mon¬ 
treal International Airport in 
two cars, with their head¬

"They were well-behaved 
throughout the evening. After 
takeoff, they began chatting 
and laughing."

It’s also going to cost 
the country an incalculable 
amount of money A current 
guess — and all anyone can 
do now Is guess — Is that it 
might be around $12,500 mil¬ 
lion. That's a gross figure. On 
the other hand, big savings in 
production and other costs 
can be expected 
Part of the thrust for 
Britain comes from the fact 
that this country is making 
passes at entering the Euro¬ 
pean Common Market, whose 
countries are muinly on the 
metric system. Also, even 
now, about 80 per cent of 
Britain's exports go to metric 
countries.

{experts of the Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Re- 
! search said the shark barrier 
would be installed at Margate 
! — the republic’s equivalent of 
I Britain's Blackpool or Amer¬ 
ica's Miami — on tie Natal 
coast in May, 1971. 

The barrier consists of an 
| electric cable which rests un 
the ocean s bed emitting a 
pulsating magnetic field The 
pulses from the cable al/ect 
the shark's nervous system 
I by inducing "electrotaxis" or 
involuntary spasmodic mus- 
! cular contractions, 
j They deprive the shark of 
ft* control over the direction 
i in which it wants to swim, 
forcing it to swim along the 
I direction indicated by the 
electric field. The cable di¬ 
re cU the field away from the 
j beaches 

Human beings, other fish 
end underwater plants are not 
affected by the magnetic 
field, the scientists said. 

Although shark attacks 
have been rare in the past 
few years, Durban municipal 
authorities banned bathing at 
! all local beaches after heavy 
storms damaged the shark 
nets protecting the swimming 
areas.

TTta difference between 
amateurism and profession 
aliim in the arts is debated 
consistently and heatedly, but 
nowhere is it more apparent 
than in the area of promotion 

Wien professional manage 
menta know they have a good 
entertainment property they 
exploit it as far as they can. 
The larggr the audience gets, 
the more effort is made to 
see the public Is made aware 
of the show's success. 

The simple reason for this 
Is that It takes a great deal of 
effort to sell the public on a 
show end Us performers, but 
on^g this has been done a 
lovyer pressure campaign of 
steady promotion will keep 
the business coming. 

With amateurs, the usual 
tendency is to work hard for 
a certain level of success, and 
when this has been achieved, 
to jit hack. 

General impressions indi¬ 
cate this Is what is happening 
with tiie Victoria Symphony 
Society. Being on the re¬ 
ceiving end (d the promotion¬ 
al barrage, I iind that as the 
quality has improved within 
the orchestra the efforts to 
pnjjnnte the orchestra have 
debased 

There is nothing like the 
crusading ardor among the 
present board of directors 


that existed under the presi¬ 
dency of Jack Barraclough 

To say that Barraclough 
and I had strong differences 
of opinion about the orchestra 
would he understatement, but 
no matter what disagreement 
existed Ifcan never remember 
feeling anything but admira¬ 
tion lor the fervor with which 
he worked to promote the 
orchestra. 

Somewhere along the line 
the passion has gone out of 
the board's window and the 
results are apparent to any¬ 
one who wants to study them. 

The symphony needs more 
public supjjort and more 
government support, and to 
obtain this it has to present 
itself as a vital and vibrant 
organization. It no longer 
docs this. 

For example, the symphony 
sends out pictures which are 
often mediocre, a simple

But the present apparent 
attitude of letting well enough 
alone, will only result in 
regression. Now is the time to 
think about it and to do 
something about it.

The firat step is to make a 
fish stock by simmering fish 
scraps in a saucepan with a 
sliced onion, a few sprigs of 
parsley, a teaspoon of salt, a 
lemon wedge, a tablespoon of 
wine vinegar, and about three 
cups of water. 

This should be simmered 
for about 30 minutes until the 
fish scraps fall apart. Then 
the liquid is strained, i found 
15 cents spent at Miller s Fish 
Market on Fort Street bought 
more than enough fish pieces. 
DON’T use salmon trimmings 
for fish stock. They produce 
too much oil and a strong

TRANSPLANTING BROOM 

lA.McQ., Victoria) — I really don't 
think it would ba worthwhile to 
transplant your *lx-yeur-old broom to 
your Bew home when you move. Broom 
If not a long-lived plant even when 
uodifturbcd. and even young, vigorous 
specimens are not too fond of being 
moved; I doubt very much it your 
elderly broom would survive die shock.

It would be kinder to leave the old 
gentleman to finish out his days in his 
accustomed surroundings and buy your¬ 
self a new young broom in one of the 
modem and attractive varieties 

MOSS ON TREES (E.S., Royal Oak) 
— The moss and lichens on your'ancient 
apple trees are not harmful in 
themselves, but tiie growth provides 
useful cover for various pests. 

A good way to kill the moss is to 
spray the trees very thoroughly during 
the winter and before the buds start to 
swell with a strong solution of a 
common household disinfectant a 
phenol type with the typical hospital 
carbolic smell, such hs Creolin, 
Creoeide, Lysol, Dettol or Jeyes’ Fluid. 
Mix at the rate of one part disinfectant 
to nine parti water. 


Apply on a calm, clear winter day, 
treating the whole tree, not ju»t the 
mpssy purtiuns, until it is dripping 
Belter wear goggles in case a sudden 
gust of wind should blow the cleansing 
•pray back in your face 

NETTLES IN BLLH BEII (J S . 
Sooke) — The nettle* in your bed of 
tulips and daffodils can be killed 
without damage to the bulbs by 
spraying or wetting the nettle leaves 
and stems with WoedRile or Grum- 
oxocie weedkiller any time before tiie 
tulips and daffs come up. 

Those two weedkillers are unique in 
that they kill all green growth above 
ground, but their chemicals are com¬ 
pletely neutralized by contact with soil, 
and cannot therefore have any effect 
upon underground roots and bulbs, or 
upon the soil Itself. 

A * * 

The nettles will undoubtedly regener¬ 
ate from the roots, but if treated every 
year at a time when the bulbs are 
dormant, they will become weakened 
and gradually eradicated. 

LILY OK JAPAN 111 R.. Victoria) 
The normal flowering period of Lilium 
auratum is August and September. The 


flowers are very large, sweetly frag¬ 
rant, and white in color with crimson 
spots in the throat. 

A gold stripe runs through the centre 
of each petal, hence its common 
nickname. GoldeD-Raycd Lily of Japan. 
The plants reach a height of 4 to 5 feet, 
planting depth is 5 inches, and best 
planting time is October or November.

Duncanl — The tiny potted plant you 
call “Baby's Tears” Is also nicknamed 
“Creeping Moss.'' “Corsican Curse" 
and "Mind Your Own Business.''

While it It 
usually grown a*c an indoor houseplant 
it is fairly hardy and can be grows 
outdoors here In sheltered positions, 
preferably moist and shaded 

A resourceful friend of mine wanlcd 
to grow Helxine on a vertical rock wall 
by his garden pool bul couldn’t figure 
out how to get it started. 

Finally he mixed a handful of the 
moss-like plant into a ball of clay and 
.threw tiie hull, full force, at the wall, 
where ll splattered and stuck The 
Hclxine look hold ami grew away 
nicely! 


Poor Went Too Far 


WASHINGTON Poor 
people, who were very popu¬ 
lar. a few years ago when 
poverty was such a big fad. 
are running uito hard times. 

Most of the programs for 
poor people have been cut 
back, and there is even some 
question as to whetlrer poor 
people are entitled to fiee 
legal aid. 

There Is now a concerted 
effort being made by the 
establishment to prevent poor- 
people from using the courts 
to get Justice. While some 
poor people consider this bad 
form, other poor people are 
resigned to it.

“I understand their posi¬ 
tion." Dcmbow, a poverty 
stricken friend of mine, said 
"If you allow poor people to 
take their complaints to 
court, you'll clog up Die 
system.

Charles Keith Morison, 
who by inclination mmd 
training discovered the 
treasury of information, 
humor, comfort and wis¬ 
dom caught between the 
pages of boohs, devoted 
30 years of his life to 
making these riches avail¬ 
able to men and women 
in every nook and cranny 
of our vast province. 


Fishermen, loggers, miners, 
businessmen and teachers, their 
wives and children, and others, from 
Dawson Creek to Victoria and from 
Cassiar to Creaton, have been 
served by him. 

Tall, heavy set, Keith Morison, 
die son of a Presbyterian minister, 
was born in a village in rural 
Quebec. He graduated from McGil 
and began work as a high school 
teacher. “It was the worst job I 
ever hud," he says. “I was an utter 
flop." 

Morison was next attracted to the 

legislative library held. Here ha 
believed he might meet the eco¬ 
nomic and political ''mighty" and 
satisfy his yen to discover what 
made these people tick To prepare 
himself enrolled in (he library 
school at the University of Wisconsin 
and majored in this library 
specialty. 

The outbreak of the First World 
War interrupted these studies. 

He enlisted in the army and spent 
four years fighting “to make the 
world safe for democracy.” After 
his discharge, restless and not in the 
mood for protracted study, he 
dropped out of the university and 
went to the United States and 
Mexico to work in the oH fields at 
any job to which he could turn his 
band. 

About this time he married his 
first wife, and. out of consideration 
for her, settled in California to work 
fci an oil refinery. Later his wife 
develo]ied tuberculosis and was 
admitted to a sanitarium. This 
anfortunute turn of fate resulted in

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During this period bis wife died 
and be married a classmate of hers 
from the Mmtreal General Hospital 
While he worked for the investment 
house be experienced the stock 
market crash and felt a growing 
disenchantment with the financial 
world. As a result be turned his 
back on business and returned to the _ 
kive which bad smouldered in ttojr 
back of his mind for 18 years. 

In 1833 at the age of 43 he 
returned to McGill and enroied in 
the library school, graduating in the 
following year with a Bachelor of 
library Science degree. 

In 1934, the middle of the 
Depression, jobs fur librarians were 
as scarce as hen's teeth. Fortunately 
for Morison, the American library 
Association held its annual conven¬ 
tion in Montreal the year he 
graduated. 

This fortuitous circumstance gave 
him the opportunity to meet and 
talk with librarians Irum across Use 
country, one of wbora was Dr. Helen 
G. Stewart, also from British 
Columbia At that time she was 
completing s four-year demonstra¬ 
tion of a novel library service in the 
Fraser Valley, financed by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York. 

On her recommendation Morisen 
was appointed book-van driver at a 
salary of 390 a month. When the 
service transferred to the local 
board he was appointed chief 
librarian. In this way, C K. Morison 
became the first librarian of the 
first library of its kind In the world. 

Morison likes to describe bis 
work in the Valley In military 
parlance: “Miss Stewart had cap¬ 
tured the strongpoint and it was up 
ku me to bold it.” The chief threat 
came from the possible secession of 
wits from the library. Ibis was 


katchewsn and the maritimes, and 


in the Tennessee Valley of tbs 
United States. Today it has a book 
stock of 390,008 volumes with an 


annua] circulation of 1 , 800,000 serv¬ 
ing a population of 385,000 

In 1840. Morison succeeded is the 
prwitinns of provincial librarian and 
superintendent of the Public library 
Commission with offices in Victoria, 
an appointment which did not come 
without criticism. In the Fraser 
Valley Morisoo was a member of 
the CCF, a party in opposition to the 
government. 

When it became apparent he was 
about to succeed to these positions, 
the government, at the request of 
local politicians, had a check made 
of his political connections and 
activities. 


Morison laughingly comments: 
“They had nothing to fear from me: 
I inherited my crusading spirit and 
drive to make the lot of my fellows 
happier from a Presbyterian father, 
who taught that we are expected to 
be our brother's keeper and I took 
his words seriously. I had joined a 
party which 1 believed would change 
the often deplorable conditions in 
which I saw man and women work¬ 
ing and living as I knocked about 
the country." 

Morison held the twin positions 
for several years until the growing 
population and increasing demand 
for library service caused the 
government to separate the posi¬ 
tions He relinquished the job of 
provincial librarian and retained the 
position of superintendent of the 
Public Library Commission, e job he 
held for 1£ years. 

Ti^e most notable achievements 
during his term of office were the re¬ 
establishment of provincial grants to 


al libraries and the carrying out of 
• vigorous program of assistance to 
public library a—octalions. These 
amall associations of dedicated 
volunteers provide an essential book- 
lending service in hamlets perched 
on rocky shores or tucked away la 
mountain valleys. Their stock of 
books is kept fresh by frequent 
exchanges with other library associ¬ 
ations and with the Commission s 
branches in Victoria, Prince George, 
Dawson Creek and Cranbrook. His 
colleagues credit C. K. Morison with 
doing more for these organizations 
than any other librarian. 

After retirement be kept his 
bands busy in the work he loved so 
much. For two years he was a 
librarian at the Vancouver Island 
Regional library, for two further 
years toe worked at Victoria Collega 
library, and for a time was in 
charge of summer courses lot 
community librarians at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. 

When bis formal connection with 
any library came to an end he kept 
himself busy making book trucks — 
three-shelved carts on casters, used 
to move books within a library 
building — for libraries all over the 
province. 

He has written a book entitled A 
Book Pedlar la British Columbia, 
which describes the founding and 
development of public library asso¬ 
ciations throughout the province. In 
keeping with his desire to give public 
service he does woodwork for Sidney 
Pickles and the Handicapped 
Equipment Supply Association and 
drives blind people to the weekly 
meetings of the Victoria White Cane 
O ub 

He is paat president of the 8.C. 
Government Retired Employees As¬ 
sociation and still serves on the 
executive. 

When not Involved with organiza¬ 
tions which help people he finds 
time to keep an immaculate weed- 
leas garden, with trim lawns, 
flourishing flowers, fruit trees, and 
rows of vegetable*, straight and 
tidy like shelves W books to a 
library 
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Poking around the west coast 
of Vancouver Iskmd in a small 
rubber boat is fascinating, but it 
can also be depressing} dilapi¬ 
dated cabins, deserted farms, over¬ 
grown orchards, abandoned 
camps, and many ruined salmon 
or pilchard canneries. 


But in Nootka Sound tbls summer David and 
I found tliat the blackened pilings and crumbling 
building! of one desolate cannery now rang with 
the laughter and hope of a new generation. 
Cant is co cannery, once the largest pilchard 
reduction plant on the coast, is to come alive 
again as a permanent camp lor the Girl Guide 
and Boy Scout movement 

In 1925 pilchard* suddenly appeared in their 
millions on the west coast of Vancouver Island. In 
response a flourishing J 2 million industry sprang 
into being, to be wiped out just as suddenly 20 
years later with the mysterious disappearance of 
the pilchards. 

Built in 182S by William R. Lord, a pioneer of 
the pilchard industry, the Nootka site is now 
owned by Canadian Fish Company. 

Bunk houses lor more than 800 cannery 
workers, a hotel, the factory Itself, the buildings 
are now ennobling In ruins Intentionally burned 
once last year, the cannery will soon be burned 
again, the debris to be contained with booming 
logs and the operation supervised by the Tahsia 
tire department. 

Scoutmaster Keith Orr told us that the Tahsia 
Scout Troop had leased the cannery site from 
Canflsco. With cooperation from the local people 
of Talisis and the scouting and guiding movement 
as a whole they hoped to set up a permanent all 
year comp, with facilities to houae up to 75 
children at one time. 

Mr Orr then showed us what the boys were 
doing on their working holiday. In the cookhouse 
one group was washing disheB. We were amused 
by the Kitchen Prayer placed by the girl guidea, 
on the wall in front of them for inspiration.

Outside the cookhouse another group was 
constructing simple table* and chairs from 
salvaged wood.

Probabilities ior the iuture of mining 
described as “in its infancy" except I or coal, and 
timber run closest to what has actually happened. 
Even Uie copper development being undertaken 
now by the Utah Construction and Mining 
Corporation on Quatsino Sound is more or leas 
foretold by the report regarding minerals in that 
area. 

Sawmills and pulp mills have eventuated 
according to the book. 

Just how this huge industrialisation was to be 
reconciled with the “vast agricultural possibili¬ 
ties" isn't clear to me. 

The brochure says modestly that "It 
(Vancouver Island) is not, and never will be, a 
grain growing country of wide areas like the 
middle Canadian provinces, though ihe cereals 
all grow well on Vancouver Island. For mixed 
farming it is not to be excelled, and scarcely 
equalled, in fact in any country." 

In the space allotted to the Comox Valley — 
"justly considered one of the finest farming and 
dairying portions of Vancouver Island," a flour 
mill is recommended for the Courtenay River. 

Probably none of those eager scribes who 
contributed to this publication are still alive. If 
they were they would be saddened by the de¬ 
crease, rather than an increase of agriculture. 

Mrs. Phyllii Hill’s series recently run in The 
Inlander Hike of Memories would be a shocker, 
for the four settlements at Holbeig, San Josef 
Valley, Cape Scott and Cache Creek are lauded as 
communities that "afford advantages equal to 
those of any other district." It also mentions that 
the San Josef Valley was highly recommended by 
the settlers 

Speaking of agriculture, here is something 
that might interest the Womens liberation 
Movement. Speaking of Col wood district as 
especially good for poultry, small fruits, and 
horticulture this point is made: 

"Mrs. Fitzgibbon, a prominent Imperialist 
newspaper writer and lecturer on women's 
occupations, recently expressed her opinion that 
Colwood and Metchosin were Ideal spots for «m»ll 
holdings desired by women who wish to engage in 
farming to British Columbia." 

I might remind you that women did not have 
(he vote or too many legal rights of any kind in

I’m a piker—a laggard in love 
pt o less. I’ve had this affair with 
Vancouver Island going for 35 
years, and have written many 
thousands of words , yet never, 
even in my most rhapsodic flights 
have I come up with a descriptive 
passage like this: 


"Mountains, hills, winding fiords flanked by 
walls of frowning granite, streams that pitch 
foaming from fir-clad heights to far valleys 
below, forests of Druidic strength and sublimity, 
lakes that jewel the silence of cloistered dells, 
ocean beaches rugged with titanic grandeur, 
peaks where the snows of centuries whiten to the 
rising sun, island-studded straits whose gleaming 
waters flash and fade to sunlight and shadow — 
these are some of Ihe glimpses of beauty which 
make the country an ever-changing panorama of 
haunting loveliness." 

I was never guilty at such a long sentence, 
cither, but that was the type of writing in style in 
3910 We don't have time, in this so-called age of 
leisure, for such rambling* of redundant rhetoric.

The above extract was taken from a book 
Which bears the title Vancouver Island, Britts* 
(kdambla, Canada, on its soft cover. Inside is the 
kub tide The Treasure Island and is A History of 
Its resources by Districts compiled by the Van¬ 
couver Island Development League. 

The book, which is richly larded with 
excellent photographs, was loaned to me by a 
member of the local Historical Society, who 
warned me to guard it with my life Will do. 

It makes very interesting reading Obviously 
Rot out for propaganda, much of the flamboyance 
must be taken with a grain of salt. Between the 
line*, though you get a picture, of how The Good 
life was lived 60 years ago in a lovely pastoral 
setting without the status symbols and modem 
’’inconveniences" deemed necessary today, 

You won’t remember 1910. The world ambled 
Along fairly peacefully. Canada was especially 
off and running, for all the provinces were 
confederated except Newfoundland — the sun 
never act an the British Empire, and the future 
looked rosy There were no shadows yet cast by 
Abe two World Wars and Great Depression which 
were to fix such a great gulf between then and 
■ow. 

So much of the optimism displayed by the 
Vancouver Island Development League was 
fuptifinble 

At the time the book was printed, the E A N 
Railway had reached only to Parksville, but was 
expected to complete the link to Port Aibemi that 
year Hope was also expressed that the line would

"Railway building is going an apace, and the 
future will see the Island girdled and grid-ironed 
with steel rails. The bridging of Seymour 
Narrows, cnee the dream of an enthusiast, now 
the subject of cool contemplation by daring 
Napoleons of finance, will one day grip the Island 
to the mainland with bands at steel. In time to

The book deals with 18 districts alphabetically 
from Aibemi to Victoria. I was especially in¬ 
trigued by the predicted possibilities of Nootka. 

"Timber, limestone, marble, iron and coal are 
known to exist in sufficient quantities on Nootka 
to warrant the establishment of large industries. 
The port itself (I take this from an earlier 
reference to apply to Friendly Gove) is so 
excellent, so easy of approach from the ocean and 
so central that it is well up in the race for the 
terminus of a transcontinental railway." 

That will be the day I like the sign that used 
to be at Tofino marking it as the end of the trans- 
Canada higltway before the road was through to 
Aibemi 

I visited Friendly Cove at the end of June this 
year on a field trip with the Courtenay and 
District Historical Society, and saw do signs of 
industrial development or a great port. True 
there was a wharf, lacking when I was there in 
1961, but apart from the light house, the only 
buildings other than homes, appeared to be the 
lovely Roman Catholic Church and a fair sized 
school Not even a store to symbolize commerce.

Crown leUerbach can trace its 
roots back to 1914 in British Co¬ 
lumbia. That year marked the 
i tart of operations at Ocean Falls, 
J 25 miles north of Vancouver. 
Operated initially by Pacific Mills, 
the plant became part of the 
Crown Zellerbach organisation in 
1954. 

At that time. Is homes across North America, 
boxes of paper napkins and towels bore the trade 
mark of a majestic Indian chief in leathered head¬ 
dress The figure was superimposed over a 
backdrop of mountain peaks and a neatly laid out 
jo«l town. 

Ocean Falls' paper products had becoma 
tonHitr io liomemakeri everywhere. Every day 
feejr used tissues and bought groceries stored in 
bases and wrapped In papers which were all 
•iriUiuUy manufactured in that compact B C. 
loam. Tlie heart at Pacific Mlils limited throbbed 
•mid fjord-gashed mountains isolated from the 
sutside World. 

There were no railways, roads or even trails 
penetrating the thick forests around the com¬ 
munity. Ocean Falls' nearest neighbor was the 
tbajr fishing and canning town of Namu. The sea 
provided the only artery through which the pulp 
and paper town maintained communications with 
toe outside world and received Us supplies of raw 
materials The seaplanes also provided the route 
Is important markets of the world. 

In 1412. at the bead of Cousins Inlet, pioneer 
pulp and paper engineers claimed a tiny shelf of 
land from the overhanging mountains and 
•rammed onto It toe miniature but complete 
eaoamunity of Ocean Falls. Before 1952, when 
C.Z. Canada opened the second paper mill at Elk 
Falls, Vancouver Island, 3,000 people lived in toe 
eider mill town in economized space; some 
bouses perched upon great outcroppings of rock, 
reached by a patternless network of splintered, 
wooden, trestle-Uke streets and steps No one had 
room for a car, or a garden of any size. 

From the dam wtiich fed the nufl. one looked 
down on an alpine hamlet clinging to the feet of 
almost vertical crags, and acrou toe inlet with 
its match-like log booms to the mill$ite, often 
veiled in mist. If sent forth Us droning roar and 
pungent sulphite odor. Then the eye turned back 
Id link I^ike, circled the great mountain bowl, 
and rose to while-headed Mount BaJdie. sentinel 
af flais industrial invader of Us regal solitude.

Canadian Baxes limited In Vancouver manu¬ 
factured solid fibre and corrugated shipping 
containers. 

To complete the tree-consumer palb, PM L's 
Hudson Paper Qxnpany bad selling agencies 
strung across Canada. The evergreens were 
ground Into pulp and remade into the (craft 
which protected Canada's food and clothing; the 
sulphite tissue, waxed papers, bread and fruit 
wrappers, and towels which served Canadian 
homes; end the newsprint which brought the 
world's events to readers in Victoria, Vancouver, 
and Western America. 

Improvements and new methods of paper¬ 
making were bom in the testing laboratory. The 
Vancouver converting division waxed, printed and 
gummed toe paper and made it into many 
ipecialitss. 

When Pacific Mills became known as Crown 
Zellerbach Canada in 1954, the parent company 
incorporated the logging operations at Sandspit, 
Queen Charlotte Islands; Beaver Cove, near the 
northern end of Vancouver Island; and South 
Bentinck, near Ocean Falls. 

At present KJtimat, wilderness prodigy of toe 


north, and the long-time community of BefMg 
Cools also supply timber to' Ocean Falls, 
Northern Puipwood became toe Timber Division* 
of C-Z. Canada. The testing laboratory's work is 
carried out at toe plant and at the parent 
company’s Camas, Washington, research centra. 
Hudson Paper Company was co-ordinated witg 
C.Z. Canada's sales and marketing offices.

minded the people of Ocean Falls uf the paper 
shipments sent by them around toe world Th« 
towns folk travelled upon that worn and staunch 
veterun, toe Prince Rupert; the luxurious Prlnc* 
George; the Princess Louise; and tlie homely 
Union Steamships, lifeline of British Columbia’* 
loneliest seaside communities. But Ocean Falls n» 
longer requires this lifeline.

All I can say is it took a beck of a lung 
time to get there! 

Sproat Lake is described in lyrical fashion as 
"the Lucerne of Canada — with its four lovely 
arms entwining the bills. 1 * 

But you should read the section on Victoria 1 
Superlatives are not spared. 

"Victoria means Victory. It is better to start 
with that dominant note, since toe trend of events 
le shaping itself so Irresistibly toward the 
upbuilding of a great metropolis in the Capital 
City of British Columbia.'* 

Victoria's then population of about 50.000 is 
compared with Seattle’s in 1897 when the 
discovery of toe Klondike's goldfields caused the 
tremendous rush to that region. "Victoria's 
prospects today are immeasurably superior to 
those of the Sound city, since toe riches of 
Vancouver Island (in their entirety incompar¬ 
ably more valuable than toe gold-mines of 
Alaska) are directly tributary to toe British 
Columbia capital. 

"Victoria has oply begun to rise. She Is stil 
virgin territory for the exploitation of mnifio- 
turers and gigantic commercial schemes a t 
manifold possibilities and 'opportunity* la In her 


lexicon, no idle breath that holds toe word c# 
promise to the ear and breaks it to toe hope." 

Can you sort out that last sentence? Anyway 
aren't you glad that Victoria didn't seize tha 
"opportunity” to become the great manufacturing 
city the brochure went on to predict? She is 
much, much nicer as she is. 

In fact. I think the whole Island has turned 
out a lot nicer. We don't really want to rival Tyra 
and Sidon, do we now? 

Cumberland is another city expected t* 
become a manufacturing centre and its population 
would bring prosperity to toe farmers of tha 
Conv'\ Volley. 

A good deal is written about the possibilitiet 
of summer resorts in various places, Cape Scoff 
for one Hut would there have been all toal 
opportunity for outdoor recreation If there was s* 
much manufacturing? 

I could go on and on. but I’ve covered ths 
main points. It wiB be fitting to close with a 
description of the sunsets. 

"No pen or artist’s brush could do justice 1« 
the splendour of the AJbemI sunsets. This musl 
be seer to be fully appreciated. At sunset tha 
Inhabitants, young and old. turn their gaz* 
westward to view the glorious picture; and tha

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B.C.’s Earliest 
Motor Car Man

It was a tunny morn * 
Ing on Sept. 15, 1907. 
The passengers from the 
V ancouver boat were 
pasting down the gang¬ 
plank connecting the 
vessel with the Victoria 
docking jetty. 

One at the traveller*, a short, 
Sturdy figure with a round, pleasant 
face and alert, enquiring eyes, stood 
for a moment, gazing over the 
bustling scene before him. 

ThU was Benjamin Grossman's 
Introduction to a lifetime association 
with the city of Victoria. Ben, now 
In his 85th year, is stiU a spry, firm 
and active figure as he continues to 
manage his 11-suite apartment build¬ 
ing, the Medina Apartments at 507 
Simcoc Street- 

Ben Grossman's early life was 
exciting and, at times, unpredict¬ 
able. He was born in Russia on 
Christmas Day of 1885. He was 
quick to add "although 1 don't know 
anything about it." His father was 
born in Roumsnia. 

Ben was only seven years old 
when he left Russia. His father, at 
Bk time, was "big stuff” in Russla. 
A horse dxAur. be was called. To 
bear Ben ton it, his father was a 
mighty fine one, too. He had his own 
bone hospital and, in Ben's words, 
•'When other* gave up and shot 'em, 
By dad soon had 'em trotting 
Again." 

It was a happy life for young 
Ben. He had four brothers and two 
sisters His dad had lots of money 
and the family had lots of fun 

But bleak times were coming as 
■nUbcal pressures built up Into a 
Barkening storm. Hie Czarlst gov¬ 


ernment issued an edict, kicking 
anyone out of the country that bad 
not been born there. 

Hie ousted Grossmans, picking 
up what they could, trekked to 
Smyrna, in Turkey. More trouble 
soon overtook them there. The black 
plague broke out in the refugee 
ranks. Ben still remembers the sight 
of people dropping dead in the dirty 
streets. 

Distraught, the old horse doctor 
moved his family miles out to a 
clean, uncluttered seashore beach 
where they lived in a small round 
tent. Fearful of the fallowing death, 
Ben's dad smuggled bis family one 
dark night out to a freighter lying 
offshore and sailed to Egypt. They 
bad to row out to the freighter, two 
miles offshore, in the middie of the 
night, then pay the captain plenty of 
gold before he would take them an 
board. Everyone was frightened of 
the Mack death. 

From Alexandria, Egypt, tie 
Grossmans sailed tor Hull, England, 
and then for Montreal, ea route fee 
Winnipeg. "Did you not have trouble 
getting passports?" I asked Ban. 

"No," he scoffed. "Nobody knew. 
Sr cared about passports in Stem 
days'' 

"By Be 0me we reached Winni¬ 


peg,’' Ben reminisced, “we didn't 
have a dollar. Times grew tougher 
on the prairie, so, my mother having 
a brother in Vancouver, we finally 
headed west. It wtu in Vancouver, 
on Christmas Day, my 12th birth¬ 
day, that my dad died. He was just 
broken-hearted. With bis hone busi¬ 
ness, he bad been rich In Russia. 
Here in Canada, he was broke, no 
money, a failure. He Just died." 

Now the 13-year-old Ben had to 
go to work to help support bis 
family "People were pretty good in 
those days," be remembers. 
"Everybody trusted everybody. I 
managed to pick op a team of 
horses and an old wagon. I started a 
stage run from Vancouver to the 
fishing boats at Steves too Charged 
50 cents each way. Made one round 
trip each day, carrying 15 faxes. 
Within a year, I was able to have a 
brand new proper stage wagon buUL 
Lots of Japs at that time, green¬ 
horns, beading lor the fish boats and 
canneries. I used to cram 'em in 
Mfc* a lot of sardines. Finally, I had 
lour bones, one team going, ana 
•uaptog." 

Three prosperous years followed, 
then the CFR built an extension ta 
Steves too. This fi nis hed flat stage 
aperatka 


It seems like Ben Grossman left 
tost as the CPR bald put him out of 
business, the company owed him a 
Job. For weeks he haunted and 
pestered the manager's office in 
Vancouver, making a real nuisanca 
at himself. One day, in desperation, 
toe manager gave him a job as 
pantry boy. From this humble start, 
Ben graduated to news agent, 
running between Vancouver and 
Laggan, since named lake Louise. 
By this time, be was 18 and a real 
Mttle rustler. 

'There was Mg money in toa 
newsy business toose days,” recol¬ 
lected Ben. A shrewd glimmer 
gathered In his quick glance. "I used 
to make quite a bit on the side. Cafl 
It bootlegging, if you like. You sea, 
toere were these poor, lonely, hard¬ 
working section men deep Jn toa 
dork mountain ranges. Working In 
toa rain, seeing nobody but the train 
crews, swinging a sledgehammer al 
day, no fun af night They used ta 
gather at the tiny station* as toe 
b r i g h 1 y-ligbted ixans continental 
rolled it.” 

Ben paused for a mlnuty. "Cheap 
whisky was 50 cents a bottle to 
Vancouver at the time, good whisky 
a dollar. Back to Vancouver, I'd 
collect ad the small ginger ala 
bottles 1 could, doctor the whisky 
Just a little bit, then sell it at a 
dollar a ginger ale bottle. Used to 
squeeze six ginger ale bottles out cl 
one whisky bottle The boys were 
happy Anyway, where else could 
toey get it?” 

For three years, Ben remained la 
toa newsy business "Money was 
rolling in, I spent it like it would last 
forever. Easy come, easy go, 
y’lmow," he grimaced. 

Ben was 30 when, flush Wtto 
cash, he quit the railway job. Laying 
around, playing around, he awoke 
sue day to find his bank balance 
almost nothing. 

li was then tost Ben decided Is 
make Ibe trip to Victoria "J warn 
tooktog far aomrtoing," explatoed 
Baa. ”1 don't know what, tat 
anmething." 

Jm wrt. Baa Gmeeman's imt )oA 
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h* Victoria vu driving a horse back 
lor tb* Victoria Transfer Co Tb* 
■tafaiw were ta tbe block wber* 
Eaton's store now Mantis. 

Om day, Ju*t walking around, 

Bco abutted tbe remains of tbe old 
Alfafcn Works damn where tbe 
treigbtsbeds axe now. Twisted iron, 
sab-oovered rolls td blackened cop¬ 
per, pieces of steel, coils of heavy 
wire lay amongst mangled machin¬ 
ery covered by debris in die ruins of 
s disastrous lire. An idea struck 
Ben. Be oontacted bis brother wbQ 
owned a Junk business in Vancouver. 
Between them they raised 13.000 mad 
bought tbe derelict remains. They 
cleaned up the place, catalogued the 
remains of tbe fire-mangled busi¬ 
ness. Then they advertised, and held 
an auction sate. They made enough 
to repay tbe (3,000 and clear (1,500 
each cm tbe deal. 

Mid summer of 1807, Ben Gross- 
man went across to Vancouver and 
returned to Victoria with a second¬ 
hand 1806 OUismoUle touring car, 
“From then on,” remembers Ben, 

“I just kept creeping ahead. The 
Olds was one of tbe first cars In 
Victoria. I think tliat I am the oldest 
motor car man in Canada today. In 
Sf years of driving, I have never put 
far an insurance claim. How's that 
Ice a record T" he questioned 
triumphantly. Ben sbll drives bis 
nwa oar today. 

Automobiles were rare in Vic¬ 
toria in 1807. Ben quickly turned his 
machine into a "rent" car. "They 
sail them taxis now," he explained 
patiently "My stand was on Broad 
Street, between Johnson and Yates. 
Xt» Olds could carry five or six 
poMengers I dreaded getting a 
puncture. It took toro hours to get 
the wheel off the axle and fix the 
tire. Each wheel bad eight big, 
to turn in those days.” 
Decpite mechanical failings and 
physical stress in /"g repairs, 
things continued to iV'Cp ahead foe 
Ben. in UNO. be b\ght a new 
Oldsmobile, "absolutely tbe best in 
tbe country,” he arorlvV "It cost 
(3AU0. bard cash. Why,” he sput¬ 
tered, "the whole country knew 
Du thing about financing then-or 
auto insurance, either. 

"Feople used to hire me and my 
war to take trips to parties in the 
*iuntry,” be confirmed. “I charged 
£ an hour. I never cared bow 
tong tie parties lasted. We didn't 
drive fast either The roads were 
mostly trails once we toft tbe 
eobbiesiuuLs and dust of Victoria 
behind A favorite trip was to tbe 
Four-Mile House at the Gorge, then 
oo to the Six-Mile House where there 
Was always a couple of girls who 
fPg nod played for the patrons. 
Coldstream, at that time, was tbe 
peal end of the road.” 

Ben Grossman went overseas in 
jpig He Joined tbe Army Service 
Corf* of tbe Canadian Army. Hi* 
enlistment actually, motor car 
mechanics. "There were only a few 
0 f us at that time," remembers Ben- 

Arriving in England. Ben was 
transferred to tbe Imperial Army 
ami shipped out across the Medi¬ 
terranean Sea to Alexandria. Egypt 
Be had last seen Alexandria 23 
years before. From there, be went 
on motor patrol across the sand 
dunes of the Libyan desert in North 
Africa Tito unit used model T Ford* 
because they were light and would 
not bog down in the desert, We 
fixed condensers oyer tbe radiator* 
*o that tbe desert heat would not 
evaporate the water and stall our 
cooling systems.” 

I asked Ben if be ever ran hdo 
*ny incidents white on patrol. "And 
bow.” he quickly exploded. “One 
time we ran into an Arab camel 
caravan, carrying supplies to tlie 
Scnussf tribe who were fighting for 
Ibe Turk*, our enemies. The camel 
drivers ran away from their camels, 
took shelter and started to fire on 
as We shot 'em ait but one. and 
then because we were too tar from

•ur base camp, we shot all th* 
tamels. too. It was a dirty shame, 
but we bad to do it. They were 
Iqaded with supplies, sugar, rice, 
Ijjirley, tea and stuff like that. Each 
wnxl carried fOO to 600 pounds of 
Comfort for the enemy'.” 

Ben wasn’t in on the last of ths 
action. One bullet smashed into hi* 
ear and sprayed chunks of metal 
into bis left arm and shoulder. "I 
got patched up, and we sent a 
message by carrier pigeons to our 
base." Here he chuckled. "But tha 
pigeons wouldn't land at the base. 
They kept flying around it. By tha 
time they decided to land, we wera 
almost back there, too.” 

After 2Vi years of service in tha 
desert, Ben was invalided back to 
Blighty where he spent six weeks in 
hospital. He then was returned to 
Canada. He reached Victoria two 
week* before the Armistice was 
signed. 

Returning to eiviHan life was a 
bit of a blank to the young veteran. 
For a short time, he tot* a job with 
the Victoria Fire Brigade, a* 
mechanic at the fireball. Looking 
after the near-obsolete equipment 
was a let-down in contrast to his 
army mechanics “They had a real 
lot of Junk," growled Ben- 

Ben was plucked from (he fold* 
pf mediocrity in 1818. He was chosen -r 
to be rfiauffeur to Edward, Prince of 
Wales, dow Duke of Windsor, when 
be visited Victoria. 

"For five day*, 1 was at hia 
command every minute," said Ben 
happily. "He was a great sport Just 
like a common men. I remember 
once he sat on tbe running board of 
tbe car out at the Victoria Golf 
Club, chewing the rag with me. T 
don't like it. 1 don't want it,' he said. 
He was talking about die Crown. 

“The Prince of Wales alway* 
made sure hia chauffeur was well 
looked after,” continued Ben. “When 
my duty was done, I was given two 
(20 gold pieces and a stick pin with 
the Prince of Wales’ feathers on 1 
don't remember what happened to 
the gold pieces, but I still have tha 
Royal stick-pin.” 

After the Royal excitement died 
down, Ben Grossman began as 
association with Jamieson Motors in 
Victoria. This lasted for 22 years-, 
until 1942. During this time, h* 
became sales manager, specializing 
in England's Hillman motor cars. If* 
travelled all over British Columbia 
establishing Hillman car agencies. 
He brought the first Hi Jim an cox 
into B.C. in 1837. 

Retiring from the car business in 
1812, he built, to his own design, ti* 
Wavcll Ajiartments by the water¬ 
front on Hollywood Crescent. 

Ben Grossman sold the WavcB 
Apartments In 1346, and then took a 
flyer op a general store out at 
Sooke. The store did not turn out too 
lively for Ben, so he returned to 
Victoria and bought the Medjnq 
Apartments on Simcoe Street in 
1351 A bachelor, be looks after the 
rentals and die general running ui 
the apartments by himself. 

At 85. Ben still holds his B.C. 
driver’s licence and drives his own 
ear. He admits tliat sometimes an 
Incredulous, harried tester looks on 
him with a jaundiced eye, scarcely 
believing that anyone of that ago 
could pass the test. But Ben. with 
bis quick reflexes, good health and 
ail tile confidence in the world, 
continues to confound the unbeliev¬ 
ers, and so renew his yearly licence. 
“After all,” he growled in a gravelly 
tone of self-defence, ‘Tvc driven a 
damn sight more than they have” 
17 jc Interview over, Benjamin 
Crossman courteously conducted m* 
to the curb. Willi a firm handshake, 
he murmured softly. "I've a lot to 
be thankful for. I think I've done nol 
bad for my lime.'* 

You are so right, Mr. Grossman.

LEACOCK BIOGRAPHY FAILS TO LIVE lIP TO PUBLICITY RAVES

During the later yean of hie life , Stephen Lea¬ 
cock teat repeatedly urged to write his autobiography. 
His royalties were barely keeping pace with his gener¬ 
osity and expensive tastes. Research had never been 
his strong point. His memory was sound. An auto¬ 
biography by the greatest humorist since Mark Twain 
would be a best seller throughout the English-speak¬ 


ing world. 

Altec much dithering, Leacock 
Anally got down to roughing out a 
tew chapter*, hut be died before 
coming to grip* with foe story. The 
little he had written was published 
posthumously in 1W7 as The Bey I 
Lit BebiaS Me. 

Why did Leacock display such 
hesitancy in writing his life story I 
Some believe he was afraid to face 
himself; scared of removing the 
worldly mask he had so pains¬ 
takingly constructed. 

I prefer to believe that he 
realized that the effort wasn't worth 
the candle, that as far as he was 
concerned fact and fiction were so 
inextricably mixed he cuuhl, at best, 
retain foe fiction and compromise 
his integrity, or, at worst, reveal 
himself and risk destroying Us 
public image. 

Since his death, many "biogra¬ 
phies" of Leacock have appeared, 
but always they were culled from 
self-revelations oont ined in his 
voluminous writing. The best book 
on Leacock —T b e Man to foe 
Panama Hat (McClelland and 
Stewart) appeared last year. It was 
written by leacock's niece, Eliza¬ 


beth Kimball, and gave the authen¬ 
tic flavor of foe private family 
world in which Uncle Stephen was 
himself—relaxed, difficult, intensely 
human. 

Now, to the accompaniment of a 
fanfare of publicity worthy of 
Hollywood, comes Stephen Leaoock, 
a definitive biography by David M. 
Legate. Reviewers are accustomed 
to the trumpeting of publishers, but

My review copy also contained an 
11-page synopsis of the book, written 
by foe author, and issued an foe 
official paper of foe Department of 
External Affairs.

Presumably, foe reporting of 
these rash moves, together with foa 
welter of publicity, was designed to 
brainwash reviewers, whose busies!

I did what I always do Aftes 
Dinging foe publicity stuff into the 
waste paper basket I settled down to 
read foe book After finishing it, l 
retrieved the synopsis from the 
wastepaper basket, ra-read it, and 
marvelled how 11 pages of matter 
bad been expanded to 296 pages 
without foe addition of anything of 
consequence. 

Legate achieves this by enlarging 
any and every trivial incident, by 
going off at tangents to Indulge bia 
passion for name-dropping, and by 
using archaic language and a 
ponderous style. 

A life-long student at Leacock, 
legate bas devoted 12 years to 
research for this book, with toe 
unfortunate result that be has 
acquired, by osmosis, an Edwardian 
approach to his subject, with cve» 
foe chuckles smothered by genteel, 
long-winded prose. 

What It amounts to is that tola 
biography should never have beca 
attempted, the Leacock legend being 
larger than life, a fact which 
I .e a cock must have realized when he 
hesitated to complete foe task 
himself. 

This much can be said. legate'* 
book Is certainly foe most complete 
biography of Leacock, and for that 
reason alone it will find its way Ok 
to many shelves. For that reason 
alone.

Northland Prince, arrives in Ocean Fails i* 
Wednesday night, on her passage north; and oo 
Sunday morning, as she goes south. A week ) 
coastal steamer takes passengers and freight to 
Vancouver and Prince Rupert. Since 1957, B.G. 
Airlines has given daily plane service to 
Vancouver, except in winter, when there are 
three flights a week. Newsprint Is carried on foe 
Rondeggen and Beaseggen from the town to foe 
Californian porta. Vessels of Canadian Tugboat, 
one of C. Z. Canada's divisions, are frequent 
visitors. 

Pacific Mills limited lavished every boon of 
city life upon their hermit town. 

The three-storeyed apartment store supplied 
foe shoppers' every need. The Anglican, Roman 
Catholic, and United churches served the 
townsfolk. The fully-equipped 28-bed hospital 
cared not only for Ocean Falls but also fur all the 
scattered settlements in foe nearby wilderness. 
Bright, cream-painted sister-buddings housed foe 
fire hall, legion hall, courthouse, post and 
customs office, bank, and townsite office (now 
replaced). Hie 500-seat Crown Theatre showed 
three movies weekly In winter, and two in 
summer. The recreation building contained a 
dance hall which doubled as a badminton, 
basketball and rink hockey gym and also bowling 
alleys and an indoor swimming porf . (Ocean Falla 
faaj produced* acme champion swimmers ) The 
library kept up with the literary world. The 
younger set lived in a Horn of Plenty. 

Besides foe up-to-date elementary and high 
schools, they had all-round sports Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guides, a boys' drum and ki^i, band, 
and children's ballet classes. For adults, then

were sports clubs of aS types, Red Cross and St- 
John Ambulance associations, church auxiliaries, 
fraternal orders and foe 22-year club far em¬ 
ployees who had established their lives in Ocean 

Fells. 

The oompeny-owned town had sharply distinct 
strata. On top were the long-settled families of 
department supervisors, officials, skilled techni¬ 
cians and engineers who enjoyed all foe con¬ 
veniences of city life lor about half foe pent. 
Then came the bachelor office staff and the 
skilled workers. They lived like hotel guests in the 
Martin Inn. a 400-room dc luxe bunk house with a 
spacious lounge, a games room, beer parlor, 
cafeteria and coffee shop Stenographers and 
women teachers bad single rooms in the large, 
white, boxlike Dorm No. 1, attractively furnished 
inside. 

The women dodged restaurant and laundry 
expenses by cooking on hot plates and. laundering 
in foe bath tubs The waitresses and hotel maids 
were housed in the long, half-timbered Eliza¬ 
bethan Dorm No. 2, rather too elegantly 
described at foe Vancouver office as a ladies’ 
residence. Mothered by a large-hearted matron, 
foe girls doubled up ic low-priced rooms equipped 
with hand basins. Single rooms were rented only 
to the few two-year residents Marriageable girls 
were prized and competed for by foe surplus 
bachelor mill workers. 

This social patchwork varied. There were 
university students, in summer. Same workmen 
lived in bright little houseboats and neat 
housekeeping rooms in tiie long. barrack-Bke 
dormitories. Then were unskilled lmmljr.ni, 
and "floating labor”—#o named, one feared, truss 


foe oceans stronger than rain that fell In tha 
town. Lured thence only by high isolation pay, 
and bereft of feminine company, they drifted 
unheeded past foe settled community. 

Today, foe sulphite odor is no longer • 
feature of Ocean Falls. New pulp and paper mills 
carry ac foe making of ground wood and krafl 
papers, pioneered by Pacific Mills. Single girls 
no longer use hot plates and tangle with drying 
clothes as they bathe — apartments are available 
to them. As Crown Zcllerbach Canada flourished 
and expanded, several generations of building 
fashions in Ocean Falls’ more than 500 houses 
and apartments reflected her growth to foe legal 
limit of a company town. 

Veteran Pacific Mill families converted foei* 
attics and spare rooms into suites. Newcomers 
iiad to wait for a vacancy in the married 
quarters, and each family, was allotted Just 
enough room for its needs. 

Then the company installed water pipes and 
power lines in foe neighboring Martin Valley. «n d 
permitted anyone whose plans passed foe P M L. 
standards to build a home or establish a business 
there. The employees today own ■«>■>» t* 2M 
vehicles, sharing one and one ball miles ct 
government highway between Ocean Falls and 
foe Martin Valley. The parent town has room fa* 
gardens. If has modern communications, includ¬ 
ing television service from Terrace and CHC 
radio service.

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Tzu Hang Doubled Horn in Fastest Time Ever

"She went at the seas Uhe a tiger, savaging them , 
hurling them aside with the spray volleying to lee¬ 
ward.” I hat m the way Miles Snieetoii describes bin 
trip around Cape Horn. 

The 46.2-foot 22-ton Tan Hang, built in Hong 
Kong in 1939, round the Horn Dec. 23, 1968, to 
set the traditional sailing ship record of doubling the 
Horn against prevailing gales and currents through 
the east to west passage from 50°S to 50°S in 14 days. 


History tells of just two yachts 
which bad previously achieved the 
east-to-west dquhljpg non stop; one 
was lost soon afWizards, and the 
other was a schooner twice the size 
ci the Tzu Hang, which doubled the 
Ham in IMS. 

Twice before the Smcolons, Miles 
and Beryl, had tried to round Cape 
Horn the easier way, from west to 
east, and both times they had been 
capsized Each time their survival 
was almost miraculous when they 
patched up their seriously damaged 
craft, and limped Into a Chilean 
harbor. 

The Horn remained a challenge 
to them and this time they made it 
u pert ci their 19.000-mile voyage 
from England to British Columbia. 

Mile* Smeeton tells the story of 
their voyage in . . . Because the 
Horn b There ... It is a delightful 
story of a long cruise, but of course 
the chapters about doubling the 
Horn are the bighlifcjht of tlus book. 
And for the serious sailor there's on 
appendix which offers plenty of 
advice for heavy weather sailing He 
also tells how they were capsized. 

The adventures of the Smeetoni 
are not new to readers of the 
Islander. Beryl has written a 
number of articles for the Islander, 
and undoubtedly wilt write more. 

For years the Smeeton* have 
made Victoria and the Gulf Islands 
their home base, so the Tzu Hang Is 
a familiar yacht in these waters. 

Presently it is at Coal Island wfeile 
Die Smeeton* start a new life on 480 
acres of land they have bought near 
Cochrane. Alta., and which they are 
hi the process ci establishing as a 
lame tann, an adventure which will 
likely be subject of a future book, 

For now, at least, the 64-year-old 
adventurers have swallowed the 
anchor. 

Miles credits his wife, Beryl, with 
Initiating the third and successful 
attempt to round the Horn. "Her 
love of adventure smoulders within 


her like an eternal flame. She never 
likes giving up something that she 
has started to do. and the fact that 
we bad failed to get Tzu Hang round 
Cape Horn bad rankled for years." 

Their decision to try again was 
strengthened when they secured Bob 
Nance as fellow crewman. A young 
Australian adventurer with plenty of 


valuable reference book. 

It is bound to be much sought 
after as a Christmas gift this year. 

Author Gregs® starts off with 
semi-naked Songhees Indians watch¬ 
ing the arrival of the steamship 
Beaver in the spring of 1843 with 
Hudson’s Bay Company chief factor 
James Douglas on board.

It he had rewritten the story oI 
Campbell's life in the north as an 
epic story of exploration instead of 
letting Campbell tell his own story 
most of the time in chary form, 
author Wilson would undoubtedly 
have had a hot seller. As If Ja this is 
a good book with reader interest 
throughout. 

The greater part of Campbell of 
Om Yukon consists of Robert Camp¬ 
bell s reminiscence* and records of 
the most active period of his life — 
a period which began when he came 
to Canada (rum Scotland in 1830 as 
an apprentice clerk of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, and which ended 
with his resignation from the 
eompany in 1871. 

Hia most exciting years were 
between 1838 and 1652, years de¬ 
voted to discovery and exploration. 
He was a man of great courage 
and hardihood. He faced the hazards 
and hardships of wilderness life in 
many forms - ■ starvation, Indian 
enmity and attack, near freezing 
and drowning, and frequent canoe 
journeys along the dreaded Liard 
River with its tumultous rapids and 
terrifying whirlpools. 

His description of the Liard, 
almost riffle by riffle, fails by falls, 
stone by stone, is an exciting ad¬ 
venture in itself. 

Campbell was posted to the 
Mackenzie River district which 
stretched from Great Slave lake to 


work of no fewer than 64 poets, as 
docs Made la Canada, a collection of 
new poems reflecting a wide spec¬ 
trum of Canadian talent. 

Newcomers rub shoulders with 
established jioels (Earle Bimey.

serious, informative work, all the 
more so because Shub has woven 
into tlie political tapestry the 
threads of historical and cultural 
background which are essential in 
understanding wiiat the author calls 
“the contrast between Eastern 
reality and Western images of that 
reality." 

Above all, this distinguished 
newspaperman has managed to 
inject humanity and compassion into 
his story, thus combining detail with 
drama, to produce a vivid and most 
readable account of a hideous phase 
in eastern European history. 

In contrast, From Trust to 
Terror, by Herbert Fels, an account 
of the onset of tlie Cold War 11945- 
1950) is as dry as dust. 

Fei*, who, when he isn't writing 
history luniks, is an economist of 
some renown in the United Stutcs, 
records tlie period in traditional 
scliolastic style, which is to say 
plagiarisUcnlly, without throwing 
any new liglii on tlie background to 
events.

River, and eventually proved its 
connection with the Yukon. 

He was later posted to the Swan 
River and became involved in the 
first Riel Rebellion. 

Campbell was the first white man 
into much of this country, which 
even today remains an exciting and 
little developed area of Canada that 
still holds mysteries of exploration. 

Clifford Wilson has let Campbell 
tell his story in his own words 
through his diaries and memoirs, 
but he has provided the connecting 
links that cut out the dull repetition 
and keeps die continuity flowing.

Alan Fry’s Haw a People Die and Indian Families 
of the Northwest Coast, by Claudia Lewis, tell essen¬ 
tially the same story 
diana. 


Alan Fry tells the story in a fast 
moving, emotion-packed, shocking 
documentary novel, obviously based 
on bis persona! experiences working 
among the Indians as superintendent 
of an Indian agency. 

Oaudla Lrwii, an anthropologist 
and a specialist in children and 
bunily life, lived with the Indiana 
on a Vancouver Island reserve to 
record the problems the way they 
lived, and to seek a way to better 
understand Stem. Here is a factual 
account of the Indians as she found 
them 

Neither author discloses toe 
locale of the story. Author Fry bases 
blj on a B C coastal area. Author 
Lewis makes a point at not 
disclosing the reserve she tells 
about, but no Vancouver Islander 
would fail to recognize that she lived 
among the Duncan Indians. 

Both writers tell a story of 
poverty, drinking, and a hopeless¬ 
ness as the Indians are suspended 
between their old life and the new 
life brought by the white man. 

Alan Fry tells a story of life and 
death, filth and drinking, poverty 
and helplessness and misery, so 
stark and so tragic, and so obviously 
true that it will undoubtedly have 
repercussions in provincial and 
federal political circles 

But, even with his years of 
experience in Indian work, be 
doesn’t offer any easy solution. 

Here are some statistics on death 
In the Indian village of his story and 
undoubtedly these figures parallel 
true life villages in which he has 
worked. 

In this story village at Kwafai 
there were just over 220 people. 

In the past 18 years 68 people had 
died . . . one death for just a shade 
over every three people then alive. 

Only 12 at those deaths were of 
people over 50. Only one person in 
six made it past 50. 

Forty-five of those 68 people died 
between birth and 10 years ... 65 
per cent of the coffins were child 
size. 

In the 18 years, 168 children were 
born. Forty-three of them died Of 
every four bora, one dies while yet a 
child 

The causes of death arc given 

In the birth to lfl years group. 17 
died of pneumonia, six of bums, six 
of drowning, and 16 by a variety of 
other causes. 

Frequency of pneumonia as a 
cause of death is cited as a 
remarkably accurate index of child 
neglect. 

In four cases medical certificates 
specifically mentioned malnutrition. 

The Indian alfairi superintendent 
of the story notes that 75 per cent of 
the child deaths would not have 
occurred if there had been effective 
physical care. ‘Tell us how a people 
die and we can tell you bow a people 
live H

dull statistical novel. It is a fast 
moving story that bolds reader 
interest in every page. 

It starts with the death of an 11- 
month-old Indian baby in its filthy 
crib, in its own dirt, while its 
mother and father carried on 
drinking with white visitors. The 
parents are charged with child 
neglect by a disgusted RCMP 
officer, and the story unfdkts in 
horrible, shocking detail from there. 

Problem posed throughout the 
gripping story is: How should — 
hodeed, how can a people live in s 
world almoat totally alien to them T" 

Tbe Indians want their old ways 
of life and they also want the white 
man's way of life. They are caught 
somewhere In between. 

"How do you talk to a man who 
doesn't share your notions about 
work or money or wife or kids or 
house or sanitation or what the hell 
he's going to live on tomorrow or 
next year, and reach him where he's 
really alive inside and he can reach 
you back?" asks author Fry through 
his Indian superintendent character. 

He shows up the problems of 
doling out relief to people who won't 
help themselves, who spend the 
money they get on drink. He tells 
about finding work for men who 
won't work, and at building bouses 
for people who won't look after 
them, or even keep them clean, of 
trying to keep carousing wfiites off 
the reserves. 

But this story isn’t really a 
denunciation of Indians. If simply 
highlights their problems and atti¬ 
tudes in a hfc of two worlds. Why 
should we expect them to he or 
think, like the white man! 

But how can an Indian agent help 
a people build a better life if they 
refuse to take even die moat 
elementary slope to help dietn- 
selvea? Thai is what the stury is 
about. H<>w can an Indian, forced to 
abandon the life of his fathers and 
his father's fathers, survive today In 
the wiiite man s world be never 
wanted? It is about that, too. 

Alan Fry is now with Indian 
Affairs at Quadra Island. He has 
also authored Ranch uo the <Ariboo, 
a book about the experience of bis 
youth. He has been with Indian 
Affairs since 1954 

Alan Fry's book is a readable 
story in itself and we must recom¬ 
mend if as well worth reading. 

If you arc truly Interested in 
understanding the Indian problem, 
then also read Indian Families, by 
Claudia Lewis, which is aimply a 
factual documentation told without 
bias.

She tells how young Indians who by 
day work side-by-side with white 
people, may be torn apart with old 
emotions when it comes time for the 
winter dances. 

The winter dance ceremonies 
are by no means lading out as tbe 
Camas (tbe name she gives to tha 
Cowicban band of Indiana aha 
describes) Indians find themselves 
in closer contact with the residents 
o# the town. There are slid Indiana 
who da not attend, yet new dancers 
are being initiated each season, and 
the participants in tbe ceremonies 
are by no means limited to the 
elderly who are thoroughly commit¬ 
ted to the old ways," she says.

To read her book is to gain a new 
insight to the problems and tor¬ 
ments of the Indian peoples and te 
gain a new respet and understanding 
of them. 

Both writers explain the need lor 
Indians to manage their own affairs 
and outline progress in that direc¬ 
tion, but they also tell the hopeless¬ 
ness of self management in a white- 
orientated community for Indians 
who still cling to die old ways 

Through hi* storybook Indian 
superintendent, who one gathers is 
really the author himself, Alan 
Fry says: ‘‘First off, th^ 1 guts of 
what grinds at the Indians from day 
to day isn’t something peculiar te 
Indians It’s poverty, plain, simple 
and intractable Oh, there are many 
who care about aboriginal right and 
the land question and broken 
treaties, and these are specific 
Indian issues. But most of the 
caring is done by otherwise success¬ 
ful people. But what is called tl>e 
Indian problem U no more Indian 
than tuberculosis Is Indian. For 
histone a] reasons Indians got mure 
than a share of both, but that 
doesn't change the nature of the 
disease . . . Poverty is failure and 
you can't buy off failure," he adds 
in explaining why money alone 
wun t cure all the ills.

old leather remarked. "He lasted 
longer than any ot 'em.”) 

The old chief of the village finally 
died, and the magician took hla 
place. There was a certain distinc¬ 
tion about being kd by a madman 
with a hole in his chest, and the 
tribesmen took full advantage of it 
Other bands with normal and sane 
leaders were envious. 

Although the original name of the 
village is lost in antiquity, the 
villagers named it after their mad 
chief. Henceforth it was called Tsa¬ 
me unis i, which means "broken 
chest." This name spread out to 
include many offshoots of the band 
at points between Nanaimo and 
Cowlchan Bay. White men beard the 
name and simplified it to "Che- 
malnus." 

In the familiar pattern of white 
men's folklore, the Tsa-meuniss 
people were accursed, and nothing 
went right in our colonial days. The 
Nanaimo* and the Cow I chan people 
survived the collision with the white 
invaders, but the Chemainua people 
did not. They died. Some few 
remnants survived, but their heart! 
were gone and the prophecy wae 
fulfilled. 

The Eater of Soule must have 
been a glutton. 

Almost within living memory 
another link with the past became 
apparent. A tribesman stared out 
over the Gulf of Georgia and saw a 
remarkable thing. Outlined in snow 
on Garibaldi Range was the figure 
of a man He was sprawled; as 
though dead across the ragged 
peaks, head thrown back, nose and 
chin turned toward the sky. One leg 
is bent at the knee and one foot is 
turned upward. Across the broad 
chest of everlasting snow is a blue 
shadow suggesting a massive wound. 

This figure in folkore, is also 
“Oiemainua," the gigantic image of 
a mad chief with a broken chest 

"Where did you get this stuff?**

George McCarthy. Montana's federal-slate 
co-oj dinuior, told the governor's Strategy for 
Ihe Seventies Conference Friday that prelim¬ 
inary plans have been drawn up to allow a 
free exchange of goods and services between 
tlie slates and the two Canadian provinces. 

Basically tlie plan would remove tlie 
present duty in international sales taxes that 
now are imposed when products move from 
the two states to the provinces and vice 
versa. Certain products probably would be 
exempt from the plan, McCarthy said. 


"We feel it will provide , a new economic 
base for both Montana and North Dakota,” 
lie added 

The benelit to Montana, .McCarthy ex¬ 
plained. would be to attract to the state 
industries that market pioducts in flic 
provinces and now must pay lire duties and 
taxes. 

In audition, Montana would receive a tax 
break on purchases of products manufactured 
in Alberta or Saskatchewan. 

A precedent for tlie plan was established 
several years ago In arrangements made by 
American car manufacturers to obtain parts 
manufactured in Canada, McCarthy said.
